It makes 
no particular 
difference 
whether 


Easter was originally a heathen festival or not. 
It was so long a^go that no one remembers or 
cares. It is almost as useless as information as is 
the puzzle how Easter Is fixed. Mathematicians 
and calendar-makers have been quarreling over 
that for 1700 years. What we remember in a gen 
erai way about Easter is that it Is a marking post 
in the year. On one side is winter and all its un- 
pleasant incidents; on the other at least the joy- 
ous promise of spring. It is not a birth, it Is res- 
urrection. The trees and plants have .b'een ejeep- 
ing In the tomb of whiter and now awaken to life. 
Jesus Christ but followed the law of nature. 


. The first Easter started the world toward a new 


goal. True, It has never reached it, but it is still 
traveling inUhat direction. Jesus Christ, living In 
Palestine, a preacher and a teacher, changed a 
worid. Risen from the tomb, He Became the most 
potent force in all ages. Man has been uplifted 
and peoples have found new life because of this 
fact. Multitudes of gods and ' hideous supersti- 
tion had faded before the presence. 
Had 
the 


world followed in His footsteps there -would have 
been no wars and individuals, wotfid have not 
ridden rough shod over neighbors. Greed would 
have been unknown and racial .difficulties would 
have been unheard of. We would have needed no 
League of Nations to enforce peace with cannon 
had we followed the Man of Galilee. 


In spite of pessimism of the world we are bet- 


ter off this Easter morning than last. We have 
employment for all who vish to work. We have 
more materially, \perhaps more spiritually, than 
in 1922. The brooding person, who fears that the 
world is going to pieces, may have only his own 
notions of what constitutes a wreck of worlds. 
Last year there was more war and more distur- 
bance loomfng than this year. The peoples ot 
every nation are beginning to settle down to 
labor, to carry on the ordinary pursuits ot li£e, to 
train the children and provide for them and to 
just live a natural life. There will some day be a 
real Holy Alliance of nations—not the Holy Al- 
liance of the emperors of Europe of 1915, based 
on divine right and:special privilege, but the al- 
liance ot nations which have one great faith-filled 
platform and one confession ot fajth—consider- 
ation for the rights ot others. Dig to the bottom 
of the world's human heart and j'ou will find 
that we are nearer that day than, we ever were. 


It is also-well to consider that this feaster 


morning is ours—our very own—and that all the 
1900 Easters grone before haVe passed and we 
can' Irave nothing to do with them now. Turn the 
face to the rising nun this Easter and sec what 
glorious Hope there is In the horizon.

THE PRESIDENT'S BAND 


Uy FULiUISRIC J. HASKIN ———— 


Washington.—One of the most remai^able in- 


stitutions of official Washington is / the " United 
States Marine band, generally regarded as the fin- 
est organization of the sort in the -world. Visitors 
to the capital look on the president's band as one 
of the "sights" not on any account to bo missed.. 
Great'interest always attends its annual tour to 
some of the states, and now that radio can carry 
music to every corner of the country, the playing 
of the Marine band promises to be better known 
than in-all the 1-5 evc'ntful yoarg of its existence. 


The early history of the band 
suggests 
the 


daredevil side of the well known Marine . corps j 
temperament. 
President Joint Adams established j 


a Marine corps in 1798 and authorized as a part 
of it 10 drummers nnd 10 flEcrs. 
This little fife 


and diirm corps v,-as the beginning of the Marine 
band, but the band remained in that insignificant 
stage only a short time. 


In 1302, during1 the wars with the Barbary pi- 


rates, Captain Daniel McNeill brought the frigate 
Boston to port at Messina, Italy. 
v Word went out. 


that Americans Tverc in port and a regimental 
band of tlie city came aboard to show the "wild 
men." from the United Htates what good music 
was. 
The Marines 
v»-6ne appreciative of the 


Italians' skill, sd appreciative, in fact, that Cap- 
tain McNelll impulsively tripper} anchor anrl set 
out for America with his guests. 
The 13 kid- 


naped musicians were frantic bur helpless. 


When the ship reached the United States, the 


navy department promptly expressed its official 
disapproval of Captain MeNeill's system. of re- 
cfuiting musicians. Records of .-ill this were lost 
when the British burned Washington'in 1S14. 
It 


is known, .however, that the- goveitirncnt was in 
no l/urry to return the line musicians "to Italy. 
They were put on duty iit.thc Marine.barracks at 
"Washington, where no doubt''they taught tho Am- 
erican musicians and' served as an inspiration. 
Certainly the Marine band was playing in good 
form the next year, for an, old order book of the 
Marine corps shows that the band wu.s. to \play 
at the presidential reception at the White House, 
New Year'a day, 1803.

To mention only a few 
of tho 
occasions 
at 


which the Marine baud lias assisted may give 
an idea of its work. It played ;it the wedding of 
Grovcr- Cievolaml, Alice Roosevelt, Jesisio Wilson 
and Woodrow Wilson. In the last instance, only 
a section of the band was lisod. as the v/eddlng 
took place in a private, residence, 
and 
frill 


strength of the Marine band i.s now 75 men. 


The president's band accompanied 
President 


McKinley's funeral cortege and that of "Fighting 
Bob" Evans. 
It went to Arlington with th,e Un- 


known Soldier and with the heroes of the Maine 
disaster.' It was with Dmvey when he. was fjiven 
Ills triumphal welcome after his return from 
Manila, nnd it has attended the opening1 of every 
•vblg exposition sinei the 
St. Louis 
celebration, 


"where it assisted at the formal opening in 1!)03. 


It has played in the inaiigura.1 parade of every 


president since Thomas -Jefferson, .In 1801. 
It 


never leaves the United States, but l.t has played 
to quite a collection of visiting royalties, notably 
the Prince of Wales, Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
King and Queen of the Belgians, and the Infanta 
Eulalla of Spain. 


Throughout its history the work of the presi- 


dent's band has constantly widened in scope. As 
far back ua 1S64. the open air co,riuertB at ttfte 
White House and capital, which are.a".feature ot 
summer life in Washington, were started, and 
from then on. the public has been given a chance 
to hear the Marine band without waiting .for 
some unusual event. 


When Ca'pt. William H. Santclmann became lead 


er of the band, 25 yea.rs ago. lie organized an or- 
chestra. ' It was decided that thereafter no mu- 
sician was to be enlisted in the band unless ho 
coukl play an orchestral instrument as well as a 
band instrument. 
Only soloists were exempted 


from this ruling:. 
Mu-ijcians already in the band 


began industriously to study stringed instruments.

For four years Captain Santelmann worked with 


his budding1 orchestra before he announced that 
it was ready to be heard by the. president: Now, 
weekly concerts by the orchestra. a.t the Marine 
barracks are a. regular instil.utitm. The barracks 
are in a far corner ct' the city, yet a Jrfurlne band 
program always packs the concert room to cap- 
acity. Radio fans may be'interested to know that 
the Wednesday evening cor.ccrls are being .broad- 
casted at 8 o'clock over NAA from Radio, Va, 


No'other band practises so intensively and un- 


ceasingly. 
The musicians are required by law 


to meet for a. twbjiour rehearsal live inorlilngs a 
week, and in addition to this they assexnble twice 
a week for concerts.' The band is a definite Unit 
which never changes, and its men serve an-aver-. 
age of IS years, conditions which make for effi- 
cient ensemble playing. 
^ 


•Tho government gives the leader a Cull sym- 


phony orchestra of 73 men, nil acquainted with 
the .theory as well as the practical Hide of music. 
It gives tho musicians the bbst instYuments that 
^can be bought and orders them to practice regu- 
larly, 
i 


It is typical of Uncle Xam to demand high-cal- 


iber men and to offer th'em considerably less pay 
than they could earn in outside fields. Except for 
the leader and second leader, the musicians draw 
from $70 'to $12G a month, according to their rat- 
Ings, an.d_ the usual allowances of non-commission- 
ed officers in the jftarine''corps. 
Yet there 
is 


.always a waiting list oC competent men from 
which vacancies u.re Illlcd. The band offers pres- 
tige and retirement provisions and, more .than, 
these, the musical atmosphere „of '-life In the Ma- 
rine band arid "the h'.gh quality of its work appeal 
to the serious musician. It must also be taken 
into consideration that musicians are permitted 
tg,aecept outside-engagements not interfering with 
their military duties. 


The Marine band is always, first of all. at the 


disposal of-, the president. 
It may also be used 


by the secretary of the navy and by the'comman- 
dant of the Marine corps. 
It appears at' the 


White House receptions and^ garden parties* and 
often at dinners and exercises attended by the 
president or the secretary of the navy. 


Since 1911, the president lias been snaring his 


band with the people, in other parts of the coun- 
try. 
One summer a group of senators stood lis- 


tening to the Marine baud. The late Senator Bob 
Taylor of Tennessee remarked that he wanted the 
people of hl>; slate lo hear that band. President 
Taft responded to Uiu request aiul the band made 
u southern tour. 


Since the-i It lias vi-iitrO evqry state in tlie union 


except Florida, Montana, and Nevada... It goes to 
more small town:; than any other big organizatio:i 
of the sort.

This, however, is not' 
dm! to clogging the "pores" nor to 
retention of tho sweat but merely to 
the excessive radiation of'heat from 
such a surface and tho consequent 
rapid reduction of the animal's body 
temperature. If the animal's temper- 
ature be retained by means of artltl- 


j clal warmth, no unpleasant 
effects 


(will develop. This proves that 
the 


I sweat Itself la not poisonous, contains 
nothing that can injure tho animal.• 


If there were any foundation 
In 
reality for the notion of "open porea," 
which would imply too much.sweat- 
Ing or too.ready escape'of sweat to 
the surface of the skin, the presuma- 
ble effect of tho. dreaded ."exposure" 
with the "porea open" would be re- 
duction of the temperature of 
the 


body. But even though one in^,a pro- 
fuse perspiration does expose ' his 
body to cold wind or draft to a de- 
gree sufTiclent to make 
him 
feel 


chilly, measurement of tho body tem- 
perature shows lio Buch 
reduction. 


Feeling: cold and being cold are two 
distinct conditions. The effect of such 
"exposure" apprehended by the plain

BIG ROMANCE 


The first, use of rubber in any civi- 


lized country was in 1770 in the 
form of erasers. 


The first imported into the United 
States was in 1SOO and was received 
in the form of bottles and was looked, 
on simply as a. curiosity.

captain 


broughttfrorn a South American port 
n, pair of rubber shoes made by the 
natives in the following manner.

native would cover his 
foot 
with 


latex, tho sap of a rubbrr tree, then 
hold his foot in a warm smoke until 
dry and repeat the process until the 
rubber was of a sufficient thickness 
to g;ive..scrvice. 


In 1825 500 pairs of shoes were 


sold by the natives and resold for 
about $S per pair. 
During the next 


15 years probably one million pair 
.of these shoes were sold and made 
in tlic manner above mentioned. 


Vulcanizing IDIscovercil, 


In 3S3S Charles Goods-car discov- 


ered the possibilities of rubber by 
accidentally heating 
crude 
rubber 


and sulphur, 
thereby 
accidentally 


discovering vulcanization. 
. In/1840 Goodyear secured the as- 
sistance of two New York capitalists 
and built a factor/ in Springfield, 
Mass. Here four yca'rs later he.took 
out patents for preparing rubber by 
the process of vulcanizing and placed 
the same on the market. 
Tire Making Begins. 


The making of rubber tires began 


in 1877 with the solid tire, which 
later gave way to th^ cushion tire. 


In a short time these were displaced 
w.ith the pneumatic tire. 


A'l branches of the rubber busi- 


ness as we -ind it,.in this country 
today took their permanent rise from 
the date of Gooclyear's patent.

This years 
program will be carried out, under 
appropriations made In the past. J. ae 
program for the future depends up- 
on legislation to be enacted by the 
senate and assembly now in session 
at Madison. There arc. . however, 
certain 
general 
outstanding 
facts 
that can be safely predicated at this, 
tUIn' any highway legislation that 
may be enacted at this session it v, 111 
be provided that the motor vehicle 
and motor truck shall pay a larger 
share of the cost of road construc- 
tion and maintenance. In the past 
in the vear 1022, the motor vehicle 
knd.motor truck paid $.1,000,000 in 
the forms of -licenses.' This 
was 
utilized for patrol maintenance on 
state and county roads. It fell SITOI t 
of the requirements and 
counties 


levied taxes in the sum of $1,S>00,- 
<!00 to make, up further maintenance 
•tunAu. There seems to be a general 
concensus of opinion that the motor 
vehicle should pay a larger part of 
the cost of road maintenance and 
construction, but there is a 'dilfcr- 
once of opinion as to how this mon- 
ey should be secured and as to the 
amount.

fossil) ed bones, dug- up by -a band 
of curious men in the frozen waste- 
lands of Mongolia. But to the minrt 
trained In groping back through 
hundreds of thousands of years for 
history of the days when man was

nosaurs and other prehistoric beasts 
and .reptiles furnish' a, conclusion . 
simple and Inevitable as "two times 
two." 


The discoveries, barely hinted at 
in cable dispatches, are fully re-
